LOWELL - Heroin over- 
doses and deaths are on 
the rise in Massachusetts 
and across the Merrimack 
Valley. That was the mes- 
Sage conveyed by commu- 
nity leaders the Greater 
Lowell Health Alliance 
(GLHA) conference 
Tuesday morning at Lowell 
General Hospital’s Saints 
campus. With September 
being National Recovery 
Month and October 
National Substance Abuse 
Prevention month, Public 
Health and Public Safety 
officials have teamed up 
locally to try to combat the 
drug problem, particularly 
opiate addiction, on multi- 
ple fronts. 

Overdoses are rising in 


Wilmington and 
Tewksbury as well, despite 
increasing _ availability, 


training, and administra- 


tion of NARCAN, a drug 
that temporarily reverses 
the effects of opiate over- 
dose and buys time to get 
patients proper medical 
interventions at a hospital. 

According to _ police 
records, in 2014 
Wilmington Police and 
Fire crews responded to 34 
overdose calls, with three 
related deaths. So far in 
2015, crews responded to 35 
overdose calls with four 
related deaths, and four 
more months left in the 
year. 

Likewise, in 2014 
Tewksbury saw 62 over- 
dose calls and 5 related 
deaths. Crews have 
responded to 48 overdose 
calls already this year, 
with 7 related deaths, 
Police Chief Timothy 
Sheehan told the Town 
Crier. 

The numbers hold true 
across Merrimack Valley, 
pointed out District 
Attorney Marian Ryan,

ence. 

Fatal overdoses across 
Middlesex County have 
risen from 65 in 2012 to 80 
in 2013, 146 in 2014, and 
already at 131 in 2015. 
Heroin deaths now also 
comprise a larger propor- 
tion of those fatalities - ris- 
ing from 31 percent in 2012 
to 41 percent in 2013, 70 
percent last year, and 
already 75 percent! in 2015. 

And these numbers are 
likely low, as they are gar- 
nered from responses by 
law enforcement, either 
local or state police. Many 
more patients receive 
treatment at hospitals for 
overdoses that don’t get 
reported to police. 

The staggering numbers 
are driving NARCAN 
training and distribution. 
In Tewksbury Fire 
Department first respon- 
ders began carrying NAR- 
CAN in April 2014 and all 
police cruisers began car- 
rying in October 2014. In 
Wilmington ambulances 
carry NARCAN as do 
police detectives. 

In Lowell, all cruisers 
began carrying NARCAN 
two weeks ago and in the 
24 hours before the confer- 
ence the city responded to 
eight calls for overdoses. 
All eight were saved by 
NARCAN administration, 
four from doses that were 
carried in police cruisers. 

NARCAN training _ is 
expanding to school nurses 
in the area as well, includ- 
ing in Lowell and Westford. 
Local organizations, such 
as Learn to Cope and the 
Wilmington Public Health 
Department, sponsor 
NARCAN training for fam- 
ilies, and distribute the 
treatment as _ well so 
friends and relatives can 
intervene, and perhaps 
save, a loved one. 

D.A. Ryan and the GLHA 
are working to find new 
ways to combat substance 
use and addiction by tack- 
ling it on three fronts: pre- 
vention, intervention, and 
education. 

Ryan, the GLHA, and 
other stakeholders have 
worked to create a cross- 
sector, interdisciplinary, 
multi-agency model to 
address the Lowell area’s 
opiod crisis through a 
“coordinated and holistic” 
approach. The goal - to 
prevent the cycle of addic- 
tion seen in families, inter- 
vene in the _ beginning

stages of addiction and 
create pathways toward 
success, and educate the 
public about the conse- 
quences of addiction and 
ways to get help. 

With heroin use among 
women rising from an esti- 
mated 30 percent to 50 per- 
cent, more children and 
infants are being impacted 
by substance use and over- 
dose. 

While the drug court 
model has been successful, 
the people who can use 
that program are typically 
deeply addicted and 
already have a bevy of 
criminal charges against 
them. Ryan and public 
safety officials want to see 
a new version of the drug 
court aimed at first time 
offenders and those in the 
early stages of addiction - 
possibly offering a path- 
way to avoid drug charges 
while doing community 
service and restitution - 
and keeping the criminal 
record clear to help shape 
a positive future. 

Wilmington Director of 
Public Health Shelly 
Newhouse announced that 
the town will participate in 
National Drug Take Back 
Day on September 26 at 
the Police Station from 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m. An unwant- 
ed medication and sharps 
disposal kiosk is also 
always available in the 
lobby of the Public Safety 
Building. School nurses 
are working on scheduling 
dates now to be Narcan 
trained and the Town will 
host a community Narcan 
training in October. 

Finally, on October 28 at 
7 p.m. St. Thomas Church 
is showing the film “If 
Only,” which was filmed in 
the Merrimack Valley by 
the Wahlberg Youth 
Foundation. The film will 
be followed by a panel dis- 
cussion as part of a joint 
effort of the Wilmington 


Board of Health, 
Wilmington Police 
Department, and _ St. 
Thomas’ of . Villanova 
Church: 


Tewksbury will also be 
participating in Substance 
Abuse Awareness Week 
October 18-24. More details 
will be provided as the 
date nears.

In 1950, the Demoulas 
Brothers opened a new store 
to replace the original mar- 
ket. In 1954, they purchased 
the business from their par- 
ents. 

More recently from 1990 
through late August 2014, 
after decades of legal spats 
between Arthur S. and 
Arthur T., the company was 
the center of a controversy 
over ownership and leader- 
ship, which culminated in 
protests receiving interna- 
tional media attention. 

On August 27, 2014, an 
agreement was reached 
between its feuding owners 
to sell the 50.5 percent stake 
of the company owned by 
the family of Arthur S. 
Demoulas to his cousin 
Arthur T. Demoulas for $1.5 
billion. 

The Crier spoke with 
Operations Manager Dave 
Mclean, and asked, “What 
lessons have been learned?” 

McLean, who has been 
with the company for 39 
years, said, “The people 
won. It’s important to recog- 
nize associates, business 
partners and customers who 
held firm to their beliefs, 
held the line.” 

McLean added that 90 to 95 
percent of customers said 
they were not going back. 
“It [the people] made a 
board of directors right the 
ship,” said McLean. 

“There are currently $300 
million of assets controlled 
by the other side, in the 
process of liquidation. We 
recognize the value of 
Market Basket, not just 
because the prices are the 
lowest in the nation, accord- 
ing to Boston Consumer 
Checkbook, and going 2 
years back, there was a 
massive survey done on 
pricing in major metropoli- 
tan areas throughout the 
country,” said McLean. 

Market Basket is indeed 
distinguished from its com- 
petitors by providing the 
lowest prices. According to 
a 2013 study by Consumers' 
Checkbook, Market 
Basket's prices were on 
average about. 20 percent 
lower than their competi- 
tors. In their 2014 ratings, 
Consumer Reports ranked 
Market Basket at #6 among 
national supermarkets. 

“The savings are signifi- 
cant, and part of it, as some 
realized in their communi- 
ties, there was a lot at stake. 
We’re all _ stakeholders. 
There are very few compa- 
nies you can work with 
throughout your career.” 

“There are opportunities to 
promote from within. This 
touches beyond business,” 
said McLean, “The roots are 
deep.” 

Jim Iammis has been with 
the company for 75 years 
first working on Demoulas’s 
Farm, and Director of 
Operations, Bill Marsden 
has been with the company 
58 years. 

On June 23, 2014, three top- 
level executives - CEO 
Arthur T. Demoulas, Vice 
President Joseph Rockwell, 
and Marsden, were fired by 
the board. 

The Chief Executive posi- 
tions were filled and shared 
by James Gooch, a former 
Radio Shack executive, and 
Felicia Thornton, formerly 
of supermarket company 
Albertson’s. In response, six 
high-level managers 
resigned, and 300 employees 
held a rally outside Market 
Basket's Chelsea, 
Massachusetts — flagship 
store on June 24. 

Beginning on July 18, 2014, 
additional protests with as 
many as 5,000 employees 
and customers were held at 
the company's Tewksbury 
headquarters on East 
Street, Stadium Plaza, other 
locations demanding the 
reinstatement of Arthur T. 
Many warehouse and corpo- 
rate office workers includ- 
ing delivery truck drivers 
effectively went on strike, 
leaving shelves bare at 
many Market Basket loca- 
tions. 

McLean told the Crier, that 
at the Stadium Plaza 
Market Basket in 
Tewksbury, 5,000 to 10,000 
filled the plaza, for a rally, 
where McLean spoke. He 
said, “Look behind me. We 
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built our stores on> Main 
Street, not on Wall Street.” 
Mclean spoke of Arthur:T. 
“When he returned to -the 
corporate office, he said, 
“No one person holds a posi- 
tion of privilege, whether-a 
cashier...or CEO, we are 
equal.” ah 
In the midst of the 
protests, Arthur T. offered 
to buy the entire company 
from his cousins, an offer 
that the board (controlled 
by Arthur S.'s family). said 
it would consider. The board 
was reportedly also review- 
ing additional offers, . ' : > 1 
The Boston Globe reported 
that on July 28, 2014, Arthur 
T. Demoulas was the ‘only 
remaining bidder for ‘the 
50.5% stake of the company 
held by the family of Arthur 
S. Demoulas. All previous 
offers by outside parties ‘to 
buy the company had /been 
withdrawn and the ‘board 
was reportedly "furiously 
negotiating" with Arthur ’T. 
to resolve the situation. The 
board denied this report, 
claiming that several offers 
were still being considered. 
Customers sat on tenter- 
hooks all summer - waiting 
for a resolution and support- 
ing their family and friends 
that worked for the compa- 
ny. 
On August 17, 2014; then

both sides of the feuding 
family in an attempt to bro- 
ker a deal. On August: 22,

Finally, on August 27,-2014, 
the shareholders of Market 
Basket reached a deal to 
sell the remaining 50.5 per- 
cent shares of the compan 
to Arthur T. Demoulas for 
$1.5 billion. 

Thornton and Gooch 
remained as the Chief 
Executives of the company, 
but Arthur T: was given ‘full 
operational authority -until 
the deal closed.» Op 
December 12, 2014 it’-was 
announced that the deal was 
complete. rots 

As far as the $1.5 billion, 
McLean told the Crier, “We 
are ahead of schedule,” 
adding, “Debt is a foreign 
word to our company.” . 

Market Basket currently 
employs 26,000 employees 
and operates 75 stores and 
three warehouses. The 
chain has expanded greatly 
in the past decade, and now 
encompasses an area 
stretching from Cape Cod to 
southern Maine, with stores 
that border Vermont and 
Rhode Island state lines. 
The first Maine location 
opened in Biddeford in 
August 2013. Their head- 
quarters are located in 
Tewksbury, Massachusetts. 

As for Tewksbury, McLean 
said, “We have a special 
relationship with 
Tewksbury. If you drove by 
our facility, the encourage- 
ment from residents coming 
down East Street, it? was, 
refreshing. This was-not?a 
mob. Even the police noted 
there was never an issue of 
disrespect.

Actually, as someone that arrived a few decades late to the 
fitness thang, I’ve pleasantly found my friends, neighbors, 
and complete strangers to be utterly supportive. Tewksbury 
and Wilmington are cool like that. Maybe it’s everyone. Lose 
a few lbs and folks tell you how great you look. For anyone 
who ever gave me that support, thanks. Right back atcha... 
not that you need to lose anything... You understand. 
Trying something new, especially a group class where 
other people are clearly WAY ahead of you in the fitness 
department is pretty intimidating. ’'ve been lucky to have 
friends on this journey who inspire me,-and who invite me 
to try new things over and over and over until I relent. It’s 
always a win. 

To go to this spin class - which is just a special form of tor- 
ture on a stationary bicycle, you have to get up far too early. 
I laid out my clothes the night before, to make this part go 
better. I forgot to put out my keys (they were on my night- 
stand, but I didn’t find them until later), and something to 
put my hair up with, and a towel. And water. So I breezed 
into the 5:30 class at 5:28 and snagged a bike in the back. 

For me, I like to hide. I don’t want anyone looking at my 
backside. I don’t want anyone to see when I fall off the bike. 
Not that you can hide. The room, though pitched in dark- 
hess, is paneled by mirrors. I like the darkness because it 
hides my bright red cheeks and saddlebags that aren’t 
attached to the bike.

In the spirit of fitness I turn it 
whenever I’m told. But sometimes I turn it back and feel 
just a little bit rebellious. Or pathetic - see that part about 
gasping. 

In all honestly, Nicole is an outstanding instructor and 
comes around to see her students, encourages us, and coach- 
es. us through this class. She’ll even call you out on social 
media to make sure you make it to class. I can tell I’m get- 
ting much more of a workout than I normally put myself 
through, and mainly I’m just glad I survived. Even if I did 
want to punch her in the throat (love you, Nicole! ). 

So, while the kids are going back to school, I’ve decided to 
start a new class as well. Maybe I’ll turn over a new leaf. 
Maybe I’ll leave some of the summer calories on that dang 
bike. But it matters not - I kinda like it.

The clean fifteen are ok to purchase non-organic, ater 
melon, onion, cantaloupe, pineapple, corn, eggplant, peas, 
honeydew, grapefruit, mushrooms, asparagus, mango; and 
sweet potato. 

Nutritionists now conahicn the sweet potato one of the 
healthiest super-foods on the market. 

Some fats are good for you. Olive oil, grape seed oil aiid 
coconut oils have tremendous health benefits and should be 
consumed in moderation. Three ounces of beef have about 
10.5 grams of fat, pork 9.5, chicken around 7 grams of faty 
and bison just 2.5 grams of fat. 

This summer I went to Whole Foods and bought’ sine 
ground bison patties and some ground beef patties. I cooked 
them both on the same grill at the same time. That greasé 


oozing out of the beef compared to the bison was unbeliev= 


able. Out of 11 people who ate a bison burger only: one 
claimed to notice a significant change to the flavor profile:

I use paper and 
cardboard for fun boxes in 
the children’s block area. 
We make things out of wrap- 
ping paper tubes and the 
cardboard tubes from toilet 
paper and paper towel rolls 
and we use newspapers to 
cover the tables so they 
don’t get paint on them dur- 
ing crafts.” 

Sedgwick recommends 
asking local preschools or 
daycare centers if they could 
use recycled items. “They 
may be willing to take little 
eaps from laundry deter- 
gents - people have saved 
those for me - they are great 
for scooping sand or sorting 
activities or holding glue for 
crafts.” 

Moms with young children 
can reuse various items for 
building, crafts and games, 
Sedgwick said.

Chiefs of Police accross the 
Commonwealth would like to 
recommend several proce- 
dures surrounding school 
bus safety.

more expansive area for its rankings. 
**For each district, statistician George 
Recek, director of the Math Resource 
Center at Babson College, created a 
weighted average value based on the best 
available data for the district’s individual 
schools,” the article explained. “Recck 
then-compared each district’s data values 
with: the overall average for all districts 
‘and ‘applied a percentage weight to the 
standardized value for each, to create an 
aggregate score.” 

The Boston Magazine rankings rewarded 
schools that have smaller class sizes, lower 
student-to-teacher ratios, and higher rates 
of per-pupil spending. 

A similar study was published by 
Niche.com, a research group created by 
Carnegie Mellon University. Niche assem- 
bled a list of the school districts with the 
top 50 teachers in the Commonwealth, and 
ranked Wilmington as 38. 

While many might be honored by such 
accolades, Superintendent Mary DeLai had 
numerous problems with the methodology 
deployed by the site. 

“When you look at their methodology, you 
will find some significant issues,” DeLai 
said. “First of all, they give a 30 percent

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weight to survey responses but when you 
look at the specifics for Wilmington, you 
see that there were only 22 survey respons- 
es. I don’t know what the survey questions 
looked like so I cannot comment on 
whether the survey is valid and reliable. I 
do believe, though, that 22 responses is not 
sufficient to yield a statistically significant 
result.” 

DeLai also cited the survey’s use of out- 
dated information for certain sections 
(including teachers’ salaries) as evidence 
that the Nerve.com rankings were not as 
credible as one might have hoped. 

“We welcome and agree with positive 
commentary on our teachers and our dis- 
trict,” DeLai said. “However, we do not pay 
much attention to this particular website’s 
results or comments for a number of rea- 
sons, many stated above.” 

The Wilmington administration is cur- 
rently awaiting the most up-to-date data 
from the Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education as to _ student 
achievement in the most recent last year. 
Examining the data from previous years 
shows a gradual increase in students 
achieving in the Advanced and Proficient 
categories of standardized testing. Only 
time will tell if this upward trend is going 
to continue.

Big changes to Pop Warner this season

WILMINGTON- Some 
major shake-ups are in store 
for this season of 
Wilmington Pop Warner. 

With the program moving 
to a new division, the young 
athletes can expect to face 
all new teams and all new 
competition as they continue 
to strive for excellence.

This trip, often 
scheduled for mere days 
before Christmas, proved to 
be murderously expensive, 
especially as the highly 
accomplished Wilmington 
teams kept qualifying for 
year after year. 

Instead, high-placing 
teams will get the chance to 
compete in the division 


championship games, which 
are held in November and 
will not require air travel. 
And Smith fully expects 
Wilmington to be every bit 


as competitive against these 
new teams as they ever were 
against the previous ones. 

“IT expect to see all these 
teams make it to the play- 
offs, probably pretty deep,” 
Smith said. 

As if to mark the transition 
to a new. phase of 
Wilmington Football, this 
year has seen a stunning 
influx of new players. The 
league had so many sign- 
ups, they had to create two 
different E teams, some- 
thing that has not been nec- 
essary for several years. 

“Football is a popular sport 
and it’s always going to be a 
popular sport,” said new 
football director Joe 
McCauley. “We’re excited for 
a new crop of kids to get 
involved with the program.” 

For McCauley and the 
other coaches, breaking new 
players into the program 
requires a little push to 
make sure the players are in 
the right mental frame of 
mind.

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Football coaching staff to 
their ranks, with the two col- 
laborating on one of the E 
teams. 

“Most of them have never 
played before, so whatever 
you tell them is fresh and 
new.

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“A Walk in the Woods” 


ROBERT REDFORD AND NICK NOLTE TEAM UP in “A Walk in the Woods” for a 
broad and congenial comedy about two aged old friends trying to hike all 2,000-plus 
miles of the Appalachian Trail, from Georgia to Maine. 


“A Walk in the Woods”

The lure of the wild has 
recently attracted an inter- 
esting batch of solitude 
seekers: Reese Witherspoon 


("Wild"), Mia Wasikowska 
("Tracks") and Robert 
Redford, twice. 


Two years after "All Is 
Lost," Redford has swapped 
the sea for the woods, and 
wordless isolation for Nick 
Nolte. It's not a bad trade. 

"A Walk in the Woods" is 
a broad and congenial com- 
edy about two aged old 
friends trying to hike all 
2,000-plus miles of the 
Appalachian Trail, from 
Georgia to Maine. It's light 
on its feet, even though its 
geriatric woodsmen are 
plodding and grunting. 

The story, taken from Bill 
Bryson's 1998 book, might 
seem like the kind of hokey 
comedy trotted out every 
now and then for older 
moviegoers. It is that, to be 
sure. But Redford and Nolte 
are a class, or two, above 
the standard stars of such 
fare. While "A Walk in the 
Woods" is tame stuff, 
indeed, a simple, comic 
stroll with pleasant compa- 
ny is a decent way to end a 
movie summer where the 
usual pace is a Tom Cruise 
sprint. 

Redford has been trying 
to adapt Bryson's book for 
10 years, and he's now older 
than the author was when 
he made his trip, along with 
his pal Stephen Katz 
(Nolte). It makes their 
endeavor, particularly on 
the part of the wheezing 
Nolte, a little incredulous. 

Nolte's Katz, a former 
aleoholic and proud philan- 
derer, was never an ideal 
hiking companion; he's the 
only one Bryson could get to 
go with him. But Nolte, 74 
and so croaky he can be 
hard to understand, is now 
more convincing as a griz- 
zly bear than a camper. 
This, thankfully, is not a 
movie where the actors are 
weighing down their back- 


packs for the sake of real- 
ism. 

The germ for the trip 
begins when Bryson returns 
to his New Hampshire home 
after a humbling book tour 
where he's met with ques- 
tions of retirement — likely 
the same kind Redford has 
become accustom to fielding 
but happily (for our sake) 
ignoring. Authors, Bryson 
responds, don't retire. They 
either drink themselves 
away or blow their brains 
out. 

But Bryson is instead 
drawn by a mysterious long- 
ing to hike the Appalachian 
Trail. His concerned wife 
(Emma Thompson — now 
there's a couple) insists he 
find a companion. When 
everyone he can think of 
turns him down, Katz, with 
whom Bryson had lost 
touch, calls him up to say 
he's game. 

After the two set out in 
Georgia, their adventures 
unfold in episodic encoun- 
ters and pratfalls. Along the 
way, they meet Kristen 
Schaal (as an annoying fel- 


low hiker), an attractive 
innkeeper (Mary 
Steenburgen) and, 
inevitably, a bear. 

But whereas "Wild" 


sought redemption across 
the country on the Pacific 
Crest Trail, profundity isn't 
the pursuit of Bryson, Katz 
and "A Walk in the Woods." 
Director Ken Kwapis ("Big 
Miracle"), working from the 
script by Rick Kerb and Bill 
Holderman, steers it on 
well-trod but pleasant 
buddy-comedy paths that 
offers few surprises other 
than. the undiminished 
appeal of its ambling stars. 

"A Walk in the Woods," a 
Broadgreen Pictures 
release, is rated R by the 
Motion Picture Association 
of America for "language 
and some sexual refer- 
ences." Running time: 104 
minutes. Two and a half 
stars out of four.

much from a movie based 
on a video game that opens 
at the end of August. 

Hitman: Agent 47 turns 
out to be exactly the kind of 
fast-paced, mind-numbing 
thriller that studios churn 
out to fill screens as the 
summer sun fades. 

The producers convinced 
decent actors to be a part of 
this thrill ride, so a few peo- 
ple might see it early on - 
just don’t expect to see the 
movie in September. 

British actor Rupert 
Friend stars as the title 
character. 
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the beginning tells us that in

The movie 
borrows heavily from The 
Terminator in that a char- 
acter named John Smith 
(don’t trust anyone with 
that name!) seems to be 
charged with saving the 
heroine from the Hitman 
who wants to wipe her out. 
But appearances deceive, 
and soon heroes and villains 
are turned upside down. 

After a while, you give up 
trying to make sense of the 
plot and sit there gaping at 
the car crashes, fight 
scenes, and shootings. The 
problem is that even the 
mayhem quickly becomes 
repetitive. Too many of the 
characters are invincible. 

The ending leaves open 
the possibility of a sequel,

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Tips for adult students returning to school 


Adults return to school for a 
variety of reasons. Some might 
be spurred by a desire to pur- 
sue a new career, while others 
might go back to school to 
learn more about their existing 
field and improve their career 
prospects. While their reasons 
for returning to school may dif- 
fer, many adults find them- 
selves battling some nerves as 
they begin the process of going 
back to the classroom. 

Feelings of doubt are com- 
mon among adults returning to 
school.

Start slow 

Unlike more traditional col- 
lege students, adults returning 
to school tend to have signifi- 
cant responsibilities, including 
families and careers.

Have a plan 

Many adults only return to 
school when they know exactly 
what they want to study or 
which courses they need to take 
to complete a degree or earn a 
certificate. If you have not 
already mapped out such a 
plan, do so before enrolling in 
any classes. The cost of a col- 
lege education has no doubt 
increased considerably since 
you last stepped foot on cam- 
pus, so you don't want to be 
signing up for costly classes 
that will not help you accom- 
plish what you hope to accom- 
plish by returning to school.

Find 
an activity kids can embrace, 
such as hiking, swimming or 
even riding bikes, and they will 
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be more likely to get off the 
couch. 

Kids spend lots of time in 
front of computer and televi- 
sion screens, which can be 
detrimental to their overall 
health. Parents can place 
restrictions on the amount of 
time kids are allowed to spend 
surfing the Internet, playing 
video games and watching tel- 
evision, encouraging young- 
sters to spend time enjoying 
the great outdoors or playing 
with friends rather than spend- 
ing it staring at a screen. 

Parents can set positive 
examples by being physically 


active and even exercising with 
their children. Rather than 
retiring to the couch after din- 
ner, take nightly walks or bike 
rides as a family. This is a 
great way to get kids off the 
couch, but also a great way to 
spend more time together as a 
family. 

Parents who are weekend 
warrior athletes can involve 
their kids in their own activi- 
ties. Take kids along on week- 
end jogs, kayaking trips and so 
on, all the while explaining the 
important role physical activi- 
ty plays in living a healthy 
lifestyle. 


How to help students -: 
who need speech therapy , 


Parents who are active in 
their children's education often 
find that such an approach is a 
great way to recognize any 
potential problems before they 
have too significant an impact 
on a student's educational 
experience. For example, inter- 
action with educators may shed 
light on a student's develop- 
mental readiness. 

Parents often first learn of 
their children's strengths and 
shortcomings when children 
are exposed to classroom set- 
tings and compared to their fel- 
low students. It is here where 
teachers may first recognize 
obstacles that could hinder stu- 
dents as they pursue their edu- 
cation. 

Parents of preschool and 
kindergarteners may be made 
aware of speech issues that 
may require therapy to 
address, The good news is that 
children often make tremen- 
dous strides once they are 
enrolled in speech therapy. 
Although determining if a child 
needs speech therapy can 
sometimes be confusing and 
take some effort and testing, 
parents who receive such a 
diagnosis about their youngster 
will need to focus on some 
skills that can alleviate speech 
concerns. 


Articulation 

Many children require 
speech therapy because of a 
speech delay or an issue with 
articulating. This relates to the 
clarity of speech sounds and 
overall speech. A _ child's 
speech begins with initial 
sounds as they mimic the 
adults around them, which will 
then form words and phrases. 
It's common for young children 
who have difficulty with cer- 
tain speech sounds to substi- 
tute easier sounds for certain 
letters or sound blends. But if 
inconsistent speech articula- 
tion or improper sound usage 
extends beyond a certain age, 
this may require treatment. 


Fluency and resonance 

Some children receive 
speech. therapy due to disor- 
ders like stuttering or prolong- 
ing sounds and syllables. When 
the flow of speech is interrupt- 
ed by abnormal stoppages or 
repetition, this can be distract- 
ing to both the child and those 
around him or her.

Apraxia 

According to the American 
Speech-Language-Hearing 
Association, childhood apraxia 
of speech, or CAS, is a motor 
speech disorder. Children with 
CAS have problems saying 
sounds, syllables and words. 
The brain has difficulty moving 
the mouth for speech. The child 
knows what he or she wants to 
say, but the brain does not send 
the correct message to move - 
the muscles accordingly. © 
Children with CAS are typical- 
ly assessed earlier than school 
age. 


Seeking therapy 

Parents who suspect théir © 
child has a speech-language 
concern should first consult: 
with a pediatrician and talk ‘to: 
their child's teacher. If ‘the 
speech problem is not causing 
any learning difficulty or mak- 
ing it hard for teachers and 'fel- 
low students to understand the :

Help your landscape survive drought 


Drought is a serious condi- 
tion that can impact land- 
scapes and natural resources 
tremendously. Drought occurs 
when there is a serious short- 
age of water, due in part to 
lackluster precipitation com- 
bined with hot, arid weather. 
As early as March of this year, 
a large portion of the United 
States already was experienc- 
ing extreme drought and 
severe drought conditions, 
according to the National 
Climatic Data Center. The 
western coast of the United 
States as well as middle 
American states are notorious 
for drought conditions, but 
drought can occur anywhere 
should precipitation be scarce, 
particularly during the sum- 
mer season.
